No Wit turn it into Ridicule: But the calm and 
ſober Reaſon of every Good Man, as it peruſes 
the ſeveral Parts of it, will not only yield itſelf up 
with the moſt full and entire Aſſent, but with the 
profoundeſt Humility and warmeſt Gratitude em- 
brace the Terms of Salvation made known to us 
in the Goſpel of Chriſt. Which, as was ren

Is an Infallible and ſufficient Rule of Faith. 
In the Goſpel is contain d that Hiſtory of our

57 the eaſy Poſſibilities of wilful Corruption in 
is Way, however confidently denied, can never 
be difprov'd. But as they are ſecured in Writing, 
not only we may be aſſured of the Certainty of 
theſe things; but they will remain a fixed invari- 
able Rule of - Faith' and Manners to all Chriſtians, 

even unto the End of the World. For, beſides 
that the fame Goodneſs of God is manifeſtly con- 
cern'd to preſerve the Records of his Mercy pure 
and entire, as to what is effential in them, to 
which it is owing that they were ever written; 

from the Nature of the Thing itſelf it is motally 
impoſſible, that a Writing of the utmoſt Impor- 
tance to all Mankind, once made publick and put 
into every Body's Hand, ſhould ſuffer any materi- 
al Alteration.” Theſe Afurances then we have 
that the Faith once delivered to the Saints, is come 
down to us, as it will deſcend to our lateſt Poſte- 
rity, in its Original Purity : And that it was Ori- 
ginally Pure, free from Corruption or Miſtake of 
any Kind, will appear very evidently, if we ad- 
mit, what is readily granted in every fimilar Cafe, 

and therefore not to be doubted in this, That the 
Writings in which this Faith is contain'd are the 
Works of thoſe Men whoſe Names they. bear.. 
For we have the Evidence of their Sufferings to 
convince us of their Integrity ; and they had the 
Evidence of their own Senſes to convince them of 


the Truth of what they have written: And from 
B 2 both 
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my 8 ariſen the FRE Argument 
that their Writings ate free, not only from all 
wilful- Corruption but alſo from all involuntary 
Miſtake. For they have told us, our Bleſſed Sa- 


viour promiſed to ſend the Holy Ghoſt to them, 


to guide them into all Truth f: to teach them all 
things, and bring all things to their Remembrance, 
whatſoever he had ſaid unto thems, And by the 
Works they did they gave the fulleſt Proof that 
this Promiſe, was made good to them. Under this 
divine Influence then they wrote thoſe Truths, 


which they could gain nothing themſelves but the 


Bonds, and Impriſonments, and Deaths, with 
which they bore Witneſs to them : And here was 
no Ignorance, no Vanity of Imagination, no Paſ- 
ſion to darken or miſlead the Judgment, no Views 
of Worldly Intereſt to corrupt it: Defended from 
theſe Human Infirmities, they have declared the 
Truth inSimplicity and gody Sincerity zu being ſafe- 
ly led and conducted thro' the whole by the In- 
fallible Spirit of God, who could neither deceive 
nor be deceived, Him therefore the. true

Did he ſend his only begotten Son into the World 
ta fave Mankind, and yet to conceal from them 
any thing neceſſary to their Salvation? Or had he 
not a Right finally and abſolutely to fix and: ſettle

This is plainly the ſole Prerogative of God, who. 
only was able to beſtow Happineſs upon Mankind ; 
and this he has done ſo fully in the Goſpel deliver- 
ed to us by his Son, that, to ſhew how preſump- 
tuous ſuch a Practice would be in any Man, even if 
an Angel from Heaven Should preach any other Goſ- 
þel than that we have recetv'd,, the ſevereſt Sentence 
is denounc'd againſt himk. For this Faith, once 
deliver'd. to the Saints; once for all, never to be 
chang'd*or alter d, we are to contend earneſtly l.

ſtand. And for theſe Reaſons it is fo evident that 
every neceflary Article of the Chriſtian Faith muſt

Article of our Faith. For God who does not deal 


unreaſonably with his Creatures, cannot poſſibly 
require them to believe any thing which he has 
never been pleas d to make known to them; or in 
other Words, cannot be ſuppos'd to promiſe them 
Happineſs upon Conditions which it is not in their 
Power to perform. Though there may be diffi- 
cult Paſſages therefore in the Holy Scriptures, e- 
nough to exerciſe the Talents of thoſe who have 
Leiſure and Abilities to conſider them; enough to 
humble the inquiſitive Pride of Man; yet as to eſ- 
ſential Matters, the Rules of Faith and a good Life, 
theſe are clearly and plainly reveal'd, and no ne- 
ceflary Condition of our Salvation is hid from us. 
Tis true, Men may be aſſiſted in theſe Enqui- 
ries; the Work may be much ſhortned ; the Evi- 
dence and Arguments for the Truths we are to be- 
lieve, may be fo familiarly explain'd, may be laid 
together in ſo obvious a Light, that Conviction will 
naturally grow out of it, and the full Aſſent of the 
Mind follow immediately upon it. There may 
be great Occaſion to warn and perſuade Men againſt 
thoſe Diſpoſitions, that Temper of Mind, which 
blinds the Heart, and covers the Underſtanding i in 
Darkneſs u. It may be neceſſary to awaken Mens 
Attention to the Conſideration of theſe Truths, by 
warm and conſtant Repreſentations 'of the great 
Weight and infinite Importance of them. "Theſe

ven ; for they are able, without any pretended in- 


Gillible Additions or Interpretations, to mae us 


wiſe unto Salvation; and are profitable for Doctrine,

thority preſume to alter it; becauſe the Honour 


and Authority and Pretogative of God, as to the 
ſole Right of ruling and governing in his own 


Kingdom, are equally concern'd in both. To 
theſe Arguments, ariſing from the Reaſon of the 


Thing, if we add, that the Goſpel in both Views 
proceeds from the ſame Divine Author, and has 
the fame Divine Authority ſtamp'd upon it, no 
Doubt can remain but that as a Rule of Practice it 
is abſolutely compleat and perfect. 

- Bat conſider the Precepts of the Goſpel in hci 
ſelves, as a Syſtem of moral Virtue ; you will find 
it more full and clear, « ſupported With more effe- 
Qual Aſſiſtance, and eftabliſh'd upon more pow- 
etful Motives than any other. To ſecure the In- 
tereſts of Virtue among Men, the Chriſtian Law 
lays the Foundation in che Heatt, purging and 
cleanſing from all Impurity, that Sourde of all our 


Thoughts, from whence conſequently all our Acti- 


_ ons, flow. Apply d to the outward Conduct of 
Life, there is no Condition, no Circumſtance to 
which it does not reach: conſtantly tending to pro- 
mote the Honour of God and the Ws" of 


"Heb. xii. 14. C Man. 
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Man. We find in it no deſpotic arbitrary Man- 
dates on the one hand; no Encouragement, no In- 
dulgence given to the fond Conceits of Men on the 
other: but each particular Duty has a ſolid Foun- 
dation in Reaſon, and all together make up that 
regular and uniform Courſe of Virtue, that Beau- 
ty of Holineſs, that reaſonable Service, which im- 
proves and raiſes up the Nature of Man, into a 
Degree of Perfection which muſt be accepuble ad 
———— to the Nature of Gd. 
Nor is this Excellence of the Chriſtian 7 in- 
tended to raiſe our Admiration, but to influence 


our Practice. There will be ſome Difficulty, tis 


true, ſome Labour and Pains it will coſt us to pay 
2; due Obetlience to it: But with the Aſſiſtances 
which the Goſpel offers, this is very poſſible, and 
with the Rewards it propoſes, it is very reaſonable. 


No juft Objection therefore lies againſt the Duties 


of Chriftianity, as being too. lofty and too ſublime :

To Apo ſome Obſervations faltable to the pre- 
Ree Occaſion. 

And firſt, as the Goſpel is he Revelation of the

and in the Shadow of Death u. Very proper 
Words theſe, to deſcribe the niforitel State 
of the Heathen World; ignorant « event of the firſt 
Principles of true Akon, and oppreſs d with the 
Terrors of Sin and Death. Theſe thick Clouds, 
with all their Obſtructions to the Practice of Vir-

From the general Experience of the old Hea- 


then World, we may obſerve the great Weakneſs 
of the Human Mind, when left to itſelf in its Re- 
ligious Enquiries ; and how capable it is of receiv- 
ing the groſſeſt Errors, utterly inconſiſtent with 
the very firſt Principles of true Religion, God has 
never, left himſelf without Witneſs from whence 
theſe might always have been learn'd : But when 
Men were left to colle& them from the viſible 


Creation, from that Evidence of the Being and 


Nature of God, which has ever been legible in his 


* pf. vi. 7. 5 Works; 
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Works; the Fact has ſhewn that in general and 
among the Bulk of Mankind, Imagination pre- 
vail'd over Reaſon: The natural Turn of their 
own Tempers, whether that was Vanity or Pride, 
Hope or Fear, got the better of their Underſtand- 
ings; and under this Government, tis no wonder 
they ſhould run into very irregular and abſurd No- 
tions of Religion. 9 

But this is not the only Danger ; tv not enough 
that Men ſhould be ſafely conducted thus far: 


Even when brought to the Knowledge of God, 
and of his Son Jeſus Chriſt, there are Rill many 
By-Paths in which they may caſily wander out of 


the right Way. And this is an Affair of ſuch vaſt 
Moment, that it is very natural for Men to di- 


truſt themſelves, and wiſh. for ſome. ſure infallible:

it. And we can neither be ignorant with what 
Boldneſs this Claim is aſſerted, with what unwea 


ried and ſkilful Diligence it is propagated by our 


Adverſaries of the Church of Rome ; nor how ea- 
fily, her Superſtitions and Ldolatries muſt take 


place, wherever it is onee believed that they are 


ommanded by an AOL: Seals 
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So that with regard to this unhappy, unenlight- 
ned Part of Mankind, who are the preſent Objects 
of your Chriſtian Conſideration, in whatever View 


you conſider them, the Obligation is very ſtrong 


upon us to communicate to them the Infallible 
and Perfect Rule of Religious Faith, made known 


to the World by the Goſpel of Chriſt: Which if 


they are not wanting to themſelves in the Uſe of it, 


will ſecure them, as well againſt the vain Imagi- 
nations of their own Hearts on the one hand, as 
the wicked Inventions of other Peoples Hearts on 
the other; in a word, againſt the wild Conceits 
of Enthuſiaſm, the dangerous Deluſions of Super- 
Wem and the wilful Corruptions of Popery.

By the Letters from this Country it a g 
that the Reverend Mr. Garzia, and the Reverend 
Mr. Moir, the Society's Itinerant Miſſionaries in 
this Country, continue their painful Labours with 
great Diligence in this Province; the former ha- 
ving baptized 433 Children, and 37 white Adults, 
22 of whom had been bred in Quakeriſm, and g 
Negroes, from the gth of January 1742, to the 
roth of September 1743, and adminiſtred the 
Lord's n e to 160 Perſons; while the latter 
hath done the ſame good Offices to many others, 
having received into the Church by Kaplan no leſs 
than 562 White and 4 Negroe Children, beſides. 


6 white Adults, and 1 Adult Negroe, He judg- 
ed, that at leaſt 100 of theſe Children were be- 
tween 6 and 12 Years of Age; and he hath ad- 
mitted to the holy Communion about 120 Perſons,

September 1743. Both theſe Gentlemen complain, 
and not without Reaſon, of ſeveral Difficulties and 
Diſcouragements they daily meet with in the Diſ- 
charge of their Functions; ſometimes thro' the 
Hazard and Fatigue of their Travels, at other times 
thro' the Malice and Perverſeneſs of*thoſe with 
whom they have to do; but they truſt that God 
in his own good time will turn the Hearts of thoſe 
_ diſobedient Children to the Wiſdom of the Juſt. 


South Carolina. 


Our worthy Benefactors were informed in the 
Abſtract of the laſt Year, of the Reverend Mr. 
Commiſſary Gardens purchaſing, at the Expence 
of the Society, two promiſing Negroe Youths, to 
be put to School, and to be qualified under his 
Care and Inſtruction for the Edification of their 
Fellow Negroe Slaves ; and that Mr. Garden ho- 
ped in about twelve Months to give the Society an 
Account of a conſiderable Number of young Ne-- 

Children under their Tuition, regulated by 
bi Direction and Inſpection. Theſe Hopes, thro' 
the Bleſſing of God, are fulfilled; for the Society 
hath the great Pleaſure to be informed by a Letter 
from Mr. Garden, dated Charles-Town South Ca- 
rolina, October 10. 1743. That affiſted by the vo- 
luntary Contributions of ſome good Chriſtians of 
that Place, he had built a School-houſe, and the 
School was actually opened on Monday the 12th 
Day of September preceding, when ſeveral Negroe 


Children were ſent thither for Inſtruction. The

: An Abſtradt of the 
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Number was, at the Date of his Letter, about zo, 
and was daily increaſing, inſomuch that he ex- 
pected ſoon more Children than one Maſter could 
well manage; and. therefore propoſes to employ 
both the Negroe Youths in this School, till tome 
other Pariſh ſhall provide proper Accommodations 
for another School. Mr. Garden computes, that 
after the firſt two Years this School will annually 
fend out 30 or 40 Children capable to read the 
Scriptures, and inſtructed in the chief Principles of 
Chriſtianity, which will amount, in the Space of 
20 Years, to the Number of nigh half the Negroes 
of this Pariſh. And thus the Society hath opened 
a Door, (and it is to be hoped, thro” the divine 
Goodneſs, an effectual one) by which the Light 
of the bleſſed ke will fpeedily and abundantly 
in the Negroes of Carolina, and 
— without the jeaſt further Charge to the Society 
for ſome Years, (chat of a few Books only ex 
ed) which the Society: is moſt ready to furniſh;- 
and bath ordered a large Quantity of Bibles, Te- 
ing Books;

That the Members of his Church, in the 
Neighbourhood of it, and fome even to the Di- 
ſtance of 18 or 20 Miles, frequent Divine Ser- 
vice with great Regularity, Unanimity, and De- 
. He was but juſt then returned from a long 
and fatiguing Journey, in e Sep diſtant Set- 
tlements of this Pariſh on Pedee River at the 
Great Charraws, about 140 Miles from Prince 
Frederick's Town; and in that Journey he officia- 
ted and preached at four different Places, and bap- 
tized/ 29 Children of his own. Pariſh, and 19 more 
who. were brought to him from the adjacent Parts 
of North Carolina) by their Parents and Friends, 
who-moſt gladly embraced the Opportunity. 


| Georgia. 


The Truſtees for the Colony of Georgia ſetting 
forth to the Society by a Memorial, dated June 
16. 1743. That the Money granted them in =

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late Seſſions of Parliament being appropriated to 
other Uſes, they found themſelves under a Neceſ- 
ſity of applying to the Society to ſupport a Clergy- 
man in that Colony, and therefore defiring an Al- 
lowance of fifty Pounds per Annum to the Reve- 
rend Mr. Thomas Boſomworth for that purpoſe, 


The Society hath granted their Requeſt, and re- 


ceived Mr, Roſomworth into their Service, as their 
Miſſionary to Georgia, where it is to be hoped he 


is ſome Months paſt happily arrived. 
Bahama Iſlands. 


The Reverend Mr, Hodges, ſent in the laſt Year 
the Society's Miſſionary to theſe Iſlands, by Letter 
dated the roth of March 1742, acquaints the So- 
ciety with his ſafe Arrival at New Providence, and 
of his Entrance on his Miniſterial Function there. 
The Governor Mr. Tinker, from the Death of 
their worthy Miſſionary Mr. Smith, had been fo 
good as to make his Secretary read Prayers and a 
Sermon publickly every Lord's Day in the Town- 
Houſe, there being no Church in the Place. Up- 
on the Arrival of Mr. Hodges, which was very ac- 
ceptable, a, Subſcription was begun to build one: 
But the Society hath ſince with Concern been in- 
formed, that Mr. Hodges ſoon after ſicken'd of a 
Fever, and died there. | 


N. B. The Society deſires their Friends in Ame-
